Remarks : 

The applicant, in the Opinion Document submitted along with 
the Amendment document, asserts that the invention of the 
present application differs from the priority Citation 1 in 
the point that a columnar electro-conductive body is 
electrically connected to an external electrode pad. 

However, since lead 3 recorded in the previous Citation 1 
also has thickness, its columnar shape is recognized. Also, 
the question of how to connect a columnar electrode to an 
external connection pad is nothing more than a simple matter 
of design. 

In addition, the invention of the present application asserts 
that it is different from Citation 2 in the point of directly 
forming an external electrode pad on a metallic substrate. 

However, the direct formation of an external electrode on a 
metallic substrate is known technology (reference is made, 
for example, to Japanese Laid Open Patent Publication Hei 10- 
125818), and even in the invention recorded in priority 
Citation 2, the adoption of known technology is recognized as 
something which could be appropriately obtained by one 
skilled in the Art. 

Hence, despite the assertion of the applicant, the previous 
grounds for rejection are not withdrawn. 
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
